And I doe account this Jot of mine no, other then 
what is te be expected by thoſe that are not of the 
world,but whom Chriſt hath choſea out of itzfor the 
ſeryant is'not.greater then his Lord, and if they have 
done this to the green tree, they will doe it much 
more ta the dry.
